LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—In the 
two Houses yesterday the resolutions 
condemnatory of the late Louisiana 
outrage on the part of the Washing- 
ton authorities were adopted. They 
will be found published in full in the 
Senate proceedings. 

In the Senate, during the discus- 
sion of the question of amending the 
Public School Laws of the State, Mr. 
Cantwell asked Mr. Kerr if he was 
willing to a Convention of the States, 
whereby the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States may be changed so that 
hereafter the States can never mis- 
understand their relations to each 
other. 

Mr. Kerr replied that he was not 
willing to such a Convention, if it 

roposed to destroy States rights. He 

lieved in the sovereignty of the 

States and the :ight to control their 
own local affairs. 

Mr. French introduced the follow— 
ing resolutions, which were referred, 
after some discussion, to the Com- 
mittee on Constitution Reform: 

Resolved by the Senate, the House 
of Representatives concurring : 

‘Thatthe present Constitution is un- 
suited to the wants of the people of 
the State, is a check upon their 
energy and impedes their welfare, 
and that the people demand that the 
burdens contained in the same shall 
be removed from their shoulders. 

Resolved further, that we, the Gen- 
eral Assembly, will relieve them of 
these checks to their welfare, pros- 
perity and happiness, at the soonest 
practicable moment, 

In the House yesterday the bill to 
establish the new county of Cohara, 
composed of a part of Sampson, 
Johnston and Wayne counties, passed 
its third and final readings, Messrs. 
Bizzell, of Johnston, and Spears of 
Harnett, and Bryson, of Sampson, 
were the principal advocates of the 
billand Messrs. Remington, Crews 
and Hughs, all colored, the oppo- 
nebts. ‘Ihe bill }:assed by a vote of 
to 9. 

The calendar was not reached, 
owing to the ‘‘special orders’’ and 
the passage of biils under. the sus- 
pension of the rules. 


THE WILMINGTON POST, THE RE- 
PUBLICAN PaRTY AND SENATOR 
CANTWELL.—A special telegram to 
the Washington Chronicle, from Wil- 
mington, says: 

“The Post, of this city, takes the 
strongest grounds in favor of the 
course of Generals Grant and Sheri. 
dan in Louisiana. It says, ‘No one 
can oppose their policy and at the 
same time favor the Union under the 
amended Constitution.’ Cantwell, 
who is an old-line Democrat, does 
not represent the Republicans at 
Raleigh. He is evidently ‘trimming 
ship,’ by his action in the Legisla- 
ture. ‘The entire party of the State 
supports Grant, and congratulates 
the country and the Republican 
party in having such able, out-spoken 
and truthful organs as 7he National 
Republican and the Post. They 
have stood up and braved the storm 
while the fair-weather politicians and 
journals have weakeved.”’ 


TRE FUNERAL OBSEQUIESOF MAYOR 
HoLDEN.—At 3. o’clock yesterday 
evening the funeral procession of tne 
late Mayor, Joseph W. Holden, took 
place from the residence of his father, 
“x-Governor Holden, on Hargett 
street. The stores were closed and 
business in the city generally sus- 
pended. The fire companies, Knights 
of Pythias and the Raleigh Light In- 
fantry turned out in full dress, and 
with the citizens on foot, formed the 
longest funeral possession we ever 
witnessed in the city. Dr. Pritchard 
preached the funeral sermon at the 
Salisbury street Baptist church to 
one of the largest audiences that ever 
assembled in the building. His re- 
mains were deposited in the Oak- 
wood Cemetery at 4 o’clock. 


THE Courts.—The special term of 
the Superior Court is progressing, 
but being for the trial of civil cases 
only excites no interest except where 
parties are’ interested in person. 
Judge Henry is_ presiding with 
marked ability and is dispatching 
business with as much Zeal as cir- 
cumstances well adimit of. 

We reyret that we have been un- 
able to obtain a report of the 
Supreme Court proceedings the past 
two days, but will in our next issue 
report all hat has been done. ‘The 
Court is pow engaged in hearing ap- 
peals froin the 7th District.

Re-ARRESTED.— Governor Brogden 
on yesterday paid the reward of 3200 
offered for the apprehension of John 
Outlaw, who escaped from the jail of 
Person county in December last. 
Outlaw was convicted for tle crime 
of burglary, and se itenced to be 
hung. He was captured in Virginia 
and brought back to Person jail, 
where he is now securely contined. 
He is ason of the notorious Wyatt 
Outlaw, who was hung by the 
kuklux in Graham, Alamance coun- 
ty, in the fall of 1868. 

Hop aT THE NATIONAL.—The last 
‘hop’? of the season under the aus- 
pices of the Raleigh Pleasure Club 
took place at the National last even- 
ing. The beaux and belles were out 
in number and everything passed off 
well and pleasantly. There will be 
no more ‘hopping’? now till after 
Lent.

New Counties. 

Messrs, Editors:—There are now 
pending seven or eight propositions 
before the Legislature, tomake new 
counties, and one we learn has ac- 
tually passed the lower branch of 
that body. There really seems to be 
a mania in this State on that subject. 
As on the creation of every new coun- 
ty, some county at the next census, 
which now bas more than one mela- 
ber must lose one, we expect to see 
Rowan, Buncombe, Guilford, &c., in 
1880 reduced to one member each by 
the wisdom of our legislators and to 
see the members thus lost re-appear 
as representatives of some ‘‘neighbor- 
hood” in the swamps of east or 
in the ravines of the mountains. 

The unequality of representation 
is ore such that the large coun- 
ties which pay two-thirds of the 
taxes and do five-eights of the voting 
have a minority in the House of Re- 

resentatives. Continue this special 
egislation for neighborhoods, and 
soon Wake and every other county 
will have only one member asd we 
will be in almost as bad a fix as Eng- 
fand before reform, when under the 
rotten borough system Old Sarum 
with a population of twelve souls 
sent as many members to Parliament 
as Manchester with 6.,000 popula- 
tion. There are twenty other neigh- 
borhoods and ——— in the State 
that would like to send each a mem- 
ber to the Legislature. Shall the 
thing stop here or shall we continue 
till there are 120 counties and then 
perforce every county, Wake inclu- 
ded, can only have one member. 
Already a county in the West with 
211 votes, hasa member. We have 
now 93 counties. At the next census 
two counties at least must lose mem- 
bers to supply the little counties of 
Pamlico and Graham created since 
the last census. Possibly Guilford 
may be already one of them. Cer- 
tain it isthat as she is one of the 
smallest counties now having two 
members, the creation of another 
county is likely to deprive herof one 
of her representatives. Will our 
members see to this ?

The Rev. J. J. Lafferty, in a late 
number of his paper—the Richmond 
Christian Advocate—writing on the 
‘relations of religion,’ gets off this 
one: 

Judge Moore, of Kentucky, when 
a Confederate Congressman, told this 
writer of a rareexample of the power 
of the commissary on Christianity. 
The Judge was present in his Legis- 
lature when the member from Big 
Sandy—an unlettered delegate— 
made aspeech on the relation of ra- 
tiousto religion. The Question was 
whether the premium paid for kill- 
ing wolves and foxes sheuld be abol- 
ished. The member nodded to the 
chair and said: Mr. Speaker, is this 
House going to take away the conso- 
lations of religion from Big Sandy ? 
Sir, no Episcopal parson preaches 
there, for nobody has read enough 
to scotch fer him. The Presbyte- 
rains, the »roperest preachers in the 
world, won’t come, because we can’t 
always hold in and behave ourselves. 
The Baptists haveiried all the streams 
about there with a pole, and none of 
the creeks are deep enough, and they 
are skittish about taken ’em into Big 
Sandy, for that ain’t a place to tussel 
in if you can’t swim. They were 
afraid to undertake Big Sandy, so 
they quit. The Methodist are our 
only chance. If Kentucky don’t 
keep on paying people for kill- 
ing wild varmints the foxes and 
wolves will catch all the chickens, 
and then you may say farewell to 
the circuit riders. The House didn’t 
take away the ‘‘consolations of reli- 
gion’”’ from Big Sandy, but paid for 
killing the ‘“‘varmints.”’ - 

The St. Louis TJimes gives us a 
most favorable report,says the Peters- 
burg (Va.) Jndex, which weare glad 
to have, of the newly elected Sena- 
tor from Missouri, General Cockerell. 
It even promises thot he will prove 
superior, on the floor of the Senate, 
to Gen. Gordon, of Georgia. Weare 
by no means confident that the new 
Senator will excel the gallant Geor- 
gian, and he will be doing yery cred- 
pets. in our opinion, if he even 
equals that eloquent and able cham- 
pion of the South.

SENATE. 
THIRTY-FOURTH DAY.

Mr. Busbee moved to refer this re- 
solution to the Committee on Consti- 
tutional Reform. 

Mr. French could not see the neces- 
sity of this reference, as the resolu- 
tion only desired to assure the ple 
that the Legislature appreciated their 
needs. 

Messrs. Busbee, Bell and Waring 
supported the resolution to refer, and 
Mr. Busbee’s motion was adopted. 

Mr. Albright, a resolution requir- 
ing the Chairmans of all Committees 
to report without delay on all bills in 
their hands, in order that this Legis- 
lature may adjourn at the earliest 
hour possible. 

Mr. Cantwell moved to amend to 
include the joint committee on Con- 
stitutional Reform. 

Mr. Bell moved to amend Mr. Al- 
bright’s resolution by adding the 
word ‘“‘unnecessary’’ before the word 
‘“‘delay.”’ 

Mr. Cantwell’s amendment was 
adopted, and the resolution was laid 
over under the rules. 

Mr. Hargrave, a resolution to ap- 
point seven additional members to 
the Judiciary. Adopted. 

Mr. Busbee reported from the Com- 
mittee on the Louisiana resolutions, 
submitting the following substitute 
from the Committee : 

The Joint Select Committee, to 
whom were referred sundry resolu- 
tions in regard to the recent interfer- 
ence of the Federal authorities in the 
State government of Louisiana, have 
had the same under consideration 
and beg leave to report the accom- 
panying substitute, and recommend 
its adoption : 

Whereas, The military arm of the 
Federal Government has been used 
to control the organization of the 
House of Representatives of the State 
of Louisiana; and, 

Whereas, Such action is unwar- 
ranted by and in violation of the 
fundamental law of the land; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved by the General Assembly 
of North Carolina that, in the name 
of the people of this State, we protest 
against such uniawful interference in 
the domestic concerns of a sovereign 
State. 

Resolved, That we profoundly ap- 
preciate the condemnaticn of these 
proceedings by the people of the 
whole country ; and we commend to 
our fellow-citizens of Louisiana a 
continuance of that sublime patience 
which awaits asettlement of their 
ten at the hands of the American 

e. 

r. Busbee advocated the passage 
of these resolutions, as they had been 
unanimously agreed upon by the 
Committee, the Republican members 
thereof endorsing them,and he hoped 
there would be no discussion there- 
on. 

Mabson, Tuckerand Paschal, col- 
ored, opposed the resolutions, they 
believing the ‘‘loyal’’ citizens of the 
State did not want them passed. 
They did not care to censure the au- 
thorities at Washington. 

Under the call of the previous 
question, the resolutions were adop- 
ted, only the following Senators vo- 
ting against them: essrs. Bryant, 
Cashwell, N.S. Cook, Holton, Mab- 
son, Pasechall, Sneed, Tucker and 
Walker, Messrs. Cantwell and Pee- 
bles, Republicans, voted for the reso- 
lutions. 

Mr. Morehead, a resolution  re- 
quiring the Committee on Claims to 
report such expenses incurred in the 
burial of Governor Caldwell as the 
State should assume. Adopted. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 


Mabson’s resolution requiring the 
Committee on Education to report a 
bill amending the public school law 
of the State, was considered. 

Messrs. French and Bell opposed 
the resolution, as they did not de- 
sire placing the children of the State 
at the mercy of the Civil Rights Bill 
now pending before Congress. 

Tucker, colored, thought there was 
no cause for fear from this source— 
the blacks did not desire this mixing 
of the two races. 

Mr. Cantwell favored the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Peebles thought the present 
laws on this subject needed amend- 
ment. They were not suited to the 
wants of the people. He argued at 
some length in relation to the rights 
of the States to prevent mixed schools. 
He claimed that the Civil Rights 
Bill now pending before Congress 
did not provide or require mixed 
schools. 

Resolution indefinitely postponed. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Mr. Bell moved to repeal the order 
for night sessions. He thought we 
shoul 


make haste slowly. Hasty

| 


legislation was often productive of 
much harm, and a night session now 
would prevent the various commit- 
tees from doing their duty, as the 
greater part of the work of the session 
was done in the committee room. 

Mr. Latham opposed the motion to 
rescind. He saw no reason why the 
Senate could not work at night. 

Messrs. Standford and C. M. Cooke 
agreed with Mr. Latham. 

Mr. Waring argued that hasty 
legislation was often productive of 
much harm. The committees should 
have time to work, and night ses- 
sions would prevent this. 

Mr. Linney sustained the views of 
Mr. Waring. 

The motion to repeal was lost by a 
vote of 23 ayes to 24 noes. 

The President announced the fol- 
lowing Senators as additional mem- 
bers of the Judiciary Committee : 
Messrs. Hargrave, LeGrand, Gra- 
ham, Allbright, Standford, Latham 
and Cantwell.

government and the right it guar- 
antees to citizens 2re observed, with:- 
out asking leave from the Radical 
authorities in Washington.

We see no 
use in legislation of any character 
in the South, if it is to be super- 
vised and endorsed by Grant and 
his miaiuns. Let the people of the 
South pursue their even tenor, eon- 
tinue in the control and manage- 
ment of their own affairs 2s they 
may deem best snited to the wants 
of their respective sections, be care- 
ful not to infringe upon the rights 
of any citizen or citizens, and legis- 
late for the good of the States and 
of the country. In this there can 
be no treason, When the strong 
arm of the Federal Government is 
interposed to prevent this local self- 
government, the people of the South 
have only to follow the noble exam- 
ple recently set by Speaker Wiltz— 
retire gracefully from the scene, 
and give way to the power of the 
bayonet, and let the world become 
the judges in our case; let the 
Radical authorities at Washington 
work their end, und the sooner 
their evil designs shall have been 
consummated, the sooner will they 
be dethroned from power by the 
voice of the people of this country, 
who we cannot believe are so cal- 
lous ot the inherent rights of their 
fellow-citizens as to set supinely and 
behold these damnable outrage: per- 
petrated by those who seek only to 
retain power thereby. 

But we hope we will never see 
the Southern people begging their 
rights at the hands of those who 
would only smite them lower for 
their fawning. Pursue the right, 
take away no man’s privileges, and 
do nothing that can entitle us to 
the censure of the Federal govern- 
ment, and let the future take care 
of itself—a God in Heaven looks 
over and protects the innocent, and 
in Him we are willing to place our 
trust.

That aman of as inuch experience 
of polities and of newspapers 4s Mr 
Norveil, the editot, had, should have 
supposed it possible to start a daily 
moroing paper in this city ata tine 
wheua successful daily is worth mil- 
lions, and wken there are four al- 
ready in possession of the field, with- 
out any other claims on popular at. 
tention than its being the mouth- 
piece of the leading politicians of the 
party in power, and with a capital 
which in his dreams only reached 
$500,009, and in fact only $40,000, is a 
curious though sad illustration of the 
power of the press over the imagina- 
tion even of persons long familiar 
with it. The failure or the enter- 
prise, however distressing in some of 
its aspects, is valuable as establish- 
ing more conspicuously and firmly 
than evertwo facts of considerable 
importance in relation i 
One is, that when politicians so 
deeply desire an organ as to be will- 
ing toset one up for the exclusive 
useof the party, it is a sure sign 
that the party is serious 
danger of extinetion. The other is, 
that the public miud is so fully made 
up that the position of a newspaper 
ought to be a judicial one, that all at- 
tempts to make a paper avowedly 
parUisan ean only be saved from com- 
mercial failure by large capital, ex- 
traordinary ability, and well-estab- 
lished prestige. 

“Organs” took their rise when the 
sole use of anewspaper was to com- 
municate intelligence, and when 
men in power found it convenient to 
have a channel through which they 
could let out certain things which 
they wished to be spread abroad. 
Out of this kindof relation to the 
government a small paper, which did 
not object to the humble roleof a 
sort of official gazette, from which 
the earlier newspapers indeed differ- 
ed but little, could of course alway: 


get a livelihood and perbaps a 
little of the dignity which 
comes from having or being 
supposed to have state’ secrets 


to keep. But the gradual addition to 
the ‘‘ news letter’? of the sermon 
kpown as a “Jeader” or * editorial 
article,’’ made the relation more and 
more difficult and finally impossible. 
The more pompous, portentious and 
prophetic in tieir character the edi- 
tor’s comments on public affairs be- 
came, the icss disposed was the pub- 
lic to allow him to retain the position 
of a paid agent of the State. It be- 
gan to feel towards him as it would 
have telt towards the town-crier if he 
had put on a gown and bands, and 
insisted on accompanying his an- 
nouncement of thefts and losses with 
homilies on the vanities of life and 
the right use of opportunities. The 
editor had, in short, to eonduct his 
busiuess in a manner befitting his 
newly assumed duties as a prophet, 
and to pretend at least that his utter- 
ances Were wholly independent and 
were due simply to a desire for the 
publie good as a prophet’s ought to be. 
It isnow very rare indeed that a Gov- 
ernment is able to induce a well estab- 
lished newspaper of the first class to 
act as its organ in the proper sense 
of that term, except by working on 
the vanity of editors. Almost all 
editors are a little sensitive about the 
imputation of being mere commen- 
tators or critics, and a little desirous 
of being thought *‘practical men’’ by 
those engaged in the actual working 
of political machinery. The ‘old 
editor’ in this country in fact pre- 
ferred to be thought a working poil- 
tician, and liked to use his paper asa 
piece of political machinery for pro- 
dnueing solid party gains, and in this 
way to be received into the circle ot 
‘workers’? and ‘‘managers’’ asone ot 
themselves ; and to retain this posi 

tion he was always willing to ‘write 
up’ any view they suggested. His 
successor, though he cares Jess about 
being a ‘‘worker,’’ and is able to se- 
cure the attendance of politicians at 
his oSice without running after them 
is nevertheless more or less flattered 


| by the confilences of men in power, 


it often takes only a small 


amount of these eon fidenees to make 
him surrender the judicial position 


| 


and accept that of an advocate, and 
stand by them through thick and 
thin. But no leading joural has ever 
tried this position in our day very 
long without being forced out of it 
by the demand of the publi? for im- 
partiality, and the consequent diffi- 
culty of avoiding giving offence in 
official quarters. Every Adminis- 
tration doves things either through 
its chiefor subordinates which will 
not bear defence, and which its judi- 
cious friends prefer to pass over in 
silence. But a journalist cannot keep 
silent. The Government may re- 
quire him to hold his tongue, but the 
reader demands that he shall speak ; 
and as the public supplies the sinews 
of war, and pays tor the prophet’s 
robes, he is sooner or later compelled 
to break with the Government, and 
to reproach it for not listening to the 
advice of its friends in time. It was 
indeed a conspicuous and somewhat 
ludicrous catastrophe of this sort 
which led to the establishment of the 
unfortunate Republic. 

Moreover, in a country in which 
the press is free and newspapers 
abound, @ party which contains a 
majority of the people cannot fail to 
haye the support of a large and in- 
fluential portion of the press. Its 
conductors, though prophets, do not, 
wear camel's hair, nor is their diet 
locusts and wild honey. They form 
part of the community, live among 
the voters, and share, to a greater or 
Jess extent, their prejudices and ex- 
pectations and sympathies. Every 
party, therefore, is sure, as long 
us it has strong held on 
the public, of haviny a strong hold 
on the press, and of having a con- 
siderable number of the most influen- 
tial editors among its defenders. One 
of the sure signs that it is losing its 
hold on the public ie the defection of 
the pressor its growing lukewarm- 
ness. Newspapers cannot, perhaps, 
build a party up or pull one down, 
but when you see the newspapers 
deserting a party itis all but proof 
that the causes which dissolve a poli- 
tical organization are at work. The 
successful editors may haye no ori- 
ginating power or no organizing 
power, and no capacity for legisla- 
tion, and they may even want the 
the prophetic instinct; but a certain 
intuitive sense of the direction in 
which the tide of popular feeling is 
running is the principal condition of 
their success, and an anxious politi- 
cian may therefore always safely cre- 
dit them with possessing it. If they 
had not had it, their papers would 
not have succeeded.
